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Obituary 


Rev. Dr. Raymond M. Andrews, born to the late Levy L. and Bertha Andrews, the last of 13 children, was 
reared, nutured and nourished in the city of Newark, NJ. Having enjoyed the public school system of this city, 
Rev. Andrews was graduated from Morton Street School, Robert Treat Jr. High School and South Side High 
School known today as Shabazz High; having majored in college preparatory courses to prepare for the up- 
‘coming future. 


Receiving a four (4) year scholarship to college, he furthered his education and attended Wilberforce Uni- 
versity in Wilberforce, Ohio and received a B.A. degree in Psychology. Being a church affiliated school, the 
seminary was a part of the University’s campus and so, he pursued and received his B.D. degree concurrently 
upon graduation. 


He was a 2nd Lt. in the Infantry of the U.S. Army and was honorably discharged in 1956. After leaving the 
service, Rev. Andrews attended several schools of higher learning; among them were, Kean College,- M.A.; 
Jersey City State College, Job Coordinator Certificate; Wilberforce University - D.D.; Indiana University - L.L.D. 
University of Mass. - Ed.D.; Upsala College - Legal Paralegal Certificate; and was matriculating at Seton Hall 
University pursuing a degree in “Corporate Law”. 


He worked in the Newark School system for eleven years as the Head Teacher in Special Education while 
being a night supervisor at the Choreographic Corporation glass factory where he remained for three years. 
After leaving the Newark System, Rev. with the Pat | System where he 
remained as a model educator and mentor for twenty-six (26) years until his retirement in 1992. 


While at School #28, he organized a 100 voice choir which travelled throughout the metropolitan area sing- 
ing both secular and gospel music. He was also responsible for mainstreaming “special education children” in 
the curriculum at School #28 during the time when, in its embryonic stage, teachers and administrators were 
reluctant to admit "special" students outside of their contained classroom to other areas of learning. it was a 
challenge but it was rewarding!
